and wore then handled by the Abwehr officer of bchrkreis XVTI. 

The nunber of personnel working at this office fluctuated averaging 
five officers and 23 civilian typists, depending upon the nunber of 
applications for passes received. At first the umber of applications 
averaged approxinatcly 1, £00 daily, but later dropped to about 
i|0, when only official business trips wore taken care of by this 
office. Personnel on furlough were then processed by the Front- 
lei ts telle.
